a generation-and a half, the number of 
men who have done their duty and 
passed on to comparatively. mature 
yents is ‘naturally very great. These 
men, possessing as they a tha know- 
ledge and the discipling of their old 
volunteering soldering, have been num- 
bered of late as something like half’ a 
million. ‘The Homo papers speak of this 
reserve ag clamorous té come forward in 
the defence of the old Flog; nnd wa do 
not doubt but that it would, turn out to- 
defend the shores of the old country.

Proceeding to 
deal more particularly with the subject of 
tho leoture, he said it was 9 most dangerous 
law to Jay down with regard to roads, or 
fortresses that they gould not be taken or 
aesed. The danger of this d priort reason- 
ng wos shown in the advances mado by 
the Russians in Asia, It wos occessary to 
impress upon the peopto of this country that 
wo wore » great Continental Power in Asia; 
that our pussible rival was Russia, and that 
the only Way to protect ourselves was 
by the powor of out own arm and courago, 
uot by troaties and coalitions, The nation 
should bo impregnated with 4 military 
spirit, After giving a rapid summary of the 
wat botween Qhian and Japan, Dr Maguire 
remarked that the fall of China was dus to 
themilitary ineptitude of its people, Armia, 
not'mouey or letters, would devido the fate 
of nations. The Chinese prosecuted the 
atudy of the maxims of Confuciots, and 
nogleoted to buy Maxim guns,  (Laaughtor.) 
Speaking of tho necessity of oo army 03 
woll ax a navy, be hurnorously aid that it 
would have beon s very singiilar kind of 
boat that could have gone up to Qoomane 
aio, A natlon euch as our own not onl 
required a navy to koap open commerets 
routes, but also on army to teach pbople in 
different parts of the globo their duty lt 
need ba, Englantl had 4 right to be cone 
sulted with regard to the development of 
affairs in Obina as well os Russia and 
Francs. Touching briefly on the question 
of our poeition in tho Pacifle, Dr Maguire 
reminded his sudiente that wo are connodt: 
ed thersby with Australia and Oanads, and 
also possessed a oplotidid rallway eotosa the 
Rocky Mountains, In conclusion, ho urged 
in eloquent langaege that unless & nation 
nought to keop its fighting power up to a 
proper atandard it mast necesearily perish, 
On or two questions having bsen asked 
by General Bengough aud Licutenant- 
Colonel Ferguason, tho Chairman ssid bo 
was inolined to think Dr Maguire had 
pictured tho advance of the Russians in 
Asia forty years hence, For bis awa part 
ho firmly believed that if we ouly main- 
tained-the Indian Army up to its strength, 
the Russiena would never take India, an 
he waa convinced that the English people 
would fight for the defence of India what« 
ever the cost or the expense night be.
